Six 
actually  entered;  one  remaining  out 
because  of  ill  health;  another  for  the 
purpose  of  earning  money  to  enter 
later.  Those  actually  in  college  are 
all  making  good,  passing  in  all  sub- 
jects. At  least  two  are  taking  high 
rank,  at  Yale  and  the  Institute  of 
Technology. 

"The  above  statements  show  that 
scholastic  work  and  instruction  at 
the  Academy  are  meeting  the  acid 
test  satisfactorily.  All  the  present 
force  of  instructors  at  the  Academy 
are  men   of  experience  and   skill. 

"The  Student  Council,  backed  by 
well-organized  classes  is  gradually 
taking  over  the  direction  of  the 
student  body  effectively.  The  other 
evening  a  meeting  of  the  Lower  Mid- 
dle Class  was  called  to  deal  with  two 
Lower  Middlers  who  were  breaking 
the  rules.  The  method  adopted  was 
direct,  sane  and  effective.  Now  when 
students  consider  rule-breakers  as  dis- 
loyal and  as  a  disgrace  to  their  class, 
it  is  a  significant  and  wholesome  sign. 

"We  needed  equipment  this  fall  for 
our  beautiful  Lang  Gymnasium.  The 
boys  and  their  parents  were  told  about 
it  and  the  needed  $1200  promptly 
came  to  hand. 

"The  library  is  thronged  every 
evening.  We  needed  more  books  and 
still  more  books.  The  Treasurer  of 
the  Sons  has  given  us  nearly  a  hun- 
dred urgently  needed  volumes  and 
books  are  coming  to  us  in  numbers 
from  many  directions. 

"In  order  to  take  eighty  boarding 
students  it  was  imperative  to  finish 
Perkins  Hall.  The  Dummer  Allies 
gave  $500;  Mr.  Stephen  D.  Adams 
gave  $2500;  Momosuke  Fukuzawa 
gave  $1000;  a  friend,  $1000.  Then 
generous  friends  in  Newburyport 
gave  $1250 — many  of  them  from  pure- 
ly sentimental  reasons;  and  Master 
Perkins'  boys  did  the  rest.  The 
building  will  be  completed  in  time 
for  Commencement,  and  Mr.  Henry 
Hammond  Ahl  is  painting  Master 
Perkins'  portrait  as  his  giff  to  the 
enterprise.

I  will  leave 
our  hopes  and  plans  for  some  later 
discussion.  Ccme  and  see  the  school 
at  work.  I  promised  to  say  nothing 
of  our  needs.  I  leave  out  the  delight- 
ful task  of  playing  prophet  that  I 
may  employ  the  few  minutes  that  are 
still  mine  otherwise. 

"One  of  the  most  marked  character- 
istics of  our  day  is  the  general  ten- 
dency to  regulate  by  law  all  human 
activities,  agencies  and  manifesta- 
tions. The  national  government  is 
more  and  more  seeking  to  control 
state  functions.  The  state  is  in  full 
cry  after  the  individual  striving  to 
constrain,  classify,  and  oversee.  New 
laws,  more  machinery,  bureaus,  ques- 
tionaires,  reports — 'you  shall'  and 
'you  shall  not' — and  'pay  the  bill  in 
either  case.'  Over-zealous  reformers 
unite  with  unscrupulous  politicians  in 
each  fresh  invasion  of  personal  rights. 
To  the  politician  it  means  more  places 
for  the  hungry  and  more  food  in  the 
public  crib.  The  servants  of  the  peo- 
ple— the  men  whom  they  pay — be- 
come arrogant  and  dictatorial — it  is 
high  time  to  call  a  halt. 

"What  is  your  own  reaction  to  a 
state  income  tax  blank?  In  bold  type 
all  over,  we  read,  'Please  send  in  as 
earily  as  possible  and  avoid  penalty.' 
The  first  part  of  the  statement 
means,  'Please  do  the  collector  the 
favor  of  paying  your  bill  in  advance'; 
the  last  part  means,  'if  you  give  us  a 
chance,  we  will  fine  and  annoy  you.' 
Now  my  own  reaction  to  this  whining, 
— threatening  attitude  is  to  write  a 
check  for  my  taxes  on  January  1st 
and  then  keep  it  where  I  can  see  it 
until  February  28. 

"It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the 
schools  would  escape  the  reformers. 
The  Oregon  Law  is  the  first  gun  of  a 
campaign  that  may  go  far.  This  law 
makes  it  an  offence  punishable  by  a 
heavy  fine  for  anyone  to  send  a  child 
to  a  school  other  than  that  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Education.  The  state 
of  Washington,  too,  is  ready  to  fol- 
low the  lead  of  Oregon.  It  is  true 
that  the  law  has  been  beaten  in  the 
courts  of  the  states  but  it  is  being 
carried  on  to  the  Supreme  Court  at 
Washington  and  the  end  is  not  yet. 
The  reasons  for  this  attack  upon  pri- 
vate schools  is  primarily  that  they 
are  snobbish,  undemocratic  and  self- 
ish.    I  suppose  the  fact  that  of     the 


1900  foundations,  more  than  a  thou- 
sand are  under  the  control  of  one 
great  religious  sect  furnishes  the  oc- 
casion for  the  attack  in  Oregon. 

"Besides  legislation,  individuals  are 
prone  to  criticize  and  decry  the  work 
of  the  private  schools.  It  behooves  us 
to  have  an  answer  to  these  criticisms 
and  to  be  ready  to  fight  such  laws. 
What  is  the  case  for  the  private 
schools?  What  are  they  doing?  Just 
«vhat  is  the  service  of  such  schools? 
What  do  they  do  that  cannot  be  done 
as  well  or  better  in  the  public  school? 

"To  begin  with,  educationally  they 
are  doing  their  work  and  doing  it 
well,  upholding  the  standards  of  the 
highest  cultural  value.  Again,  dis- 
cipline has  in  a  large  measure  de- 
parted from  the  home;  but  discip- 
line is  the  essence  of  the  private 
school  life  and  there  it  abides.  Many 
children  either  have  no  homes  or  come 
from  divided  families.  The  school 
gives  to  the  boy  from  a  divided  home 
his  chance  for  normal  existence. 
There  are  so  many  of  these  innocsnt 
victims.  Here  is  a  letter  written  by 
a  small  boy: 

"'Dear  Mother:      I   wanted  to  send! 
you   a   present  at  Christmas  but  Dad  j 
would   have   killed   me   if   I   did  it.      I  I 
did  not  dare.'     And  the  widow's  son: 
'May  I  leave  my  little  son  here  where 
he  will  be  safe  and  cared  for  while  I 
go  to  earn  his  living  and  mine.'  And 
the   boy    poor   but   ambitious,    T      am 
twenty  years   old  and  want   to  go  to 
school.'     'Where  have  you  been?     he 
is  asked.     'Helping  my  father.     There 
are  eight  of  us  children  and  I  have  no 
money.' 

"Important  as  these  considerations 
are,  mo^e  important  in  this  day  when 
every  field  of  right  is  threatened  with 
invasion,  is  the  right  of  free  speech. 
Do  you  realize  that  only  in  schools 
like  Dummer  Academy  can  ethical, 
moral  and  religious  instruction  be 
given.  The  head  of  the  school  can 
speak  the  truth  as  he  sees  it  un- 
troubled by  fear  or  favor.  The  politi- 
cal snake  that  threatens  the  integrity 
of  the  public  school,  the  influence  of 
sects  and  races  that  mar  the  work  of 
honest  men  in  the  public,  enters  not. 
This,  of  itself,  in  my  judgment  is  a 
sufficient  justificaton  for  the  exist- 
ence and  work  of  private  schools,  if 
any  were  needed. 

"Moreover,  the  term  'private 
school'  is  a  misnomer.  It  connotes 
snobbishness,  exclusiveness,  and  the 
opposite  of  democracy.  In  England 
they  do  these  thing  better  in  that 
they  call  such  schools  public  schools. 
Eton,  Harrow,  Rugby — these  great 
foundations  that  go  back  to  the  early 
days  of  the  island  state  are  built  in- 
to the  struction  of  the  nation  and  are 
the  source  of  much  that  is  great  in 
English  character.  It  has  been  said 
that  the  victories  of  England  were 
won  upon  the  playing  fields  of  Eton 
and  Harrow  and  Rugby.  You  cannot 
estimate  the  extent  of  their  service 
or  imagine  England  without  them. 
Call  them  what  you  will.  They  stand 
there  immovable,  suggesting  the  ever- 
lasting truth  of  the  words  of  the 
Scripture,  'Behold  I  set  before  you 
and  open  the  door  which  no  man  can 


shut.'  We  do  believe  that  truth  is 
eternal  and  that  liberty  will  prevail 
but  only  so  if  we  are  prepared  to 
fight  for   them. 

"The  English  public  schools  fur- 
nished the  inspiration  and  the  source 
from  which  through  our  own  Dummer 
Academy,  have  come  the  great  schools 
of  our  own  land.  William  Dummer, 
a  man  of  vision,  founded  a  school  on 
broad  lines  and  dedicated  it  to  the 
service  of  mankind.  Untended,  with- 
out endowment,  through  the  very 
strength  of  a  great  ideal,  it  has  sur- 
vived all  vicissitudes  and  is  today 
stronger  than  ever.  Its  direct  de- 
scendants have  become  great;  its  sons 
have  been  built  into  the  very  struc- 
ture of  the  nation — 'A  mother  of  men 
grown  strong  in  giving.' 

"Sons  of  Dummer  Academy,  I  have 
tried  to  put  into  words  the  basis  of 
the  faith  that  is  in  you  and  the  reas- 
ons why  we  claim  for  Dummer  Acad- 
emy the  loyal  support  of  its  sons  and 
of  patriotic  and  liberal-minded  men 
everywhere."
